Open General Licence No LX 

In pursuance of the notification of the Government of India in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, No 28-ITO/43, dated the 1st July 1943, as continued in 
force hv the Imports and Exports Control Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), the Cen- 
tral Government gives general permission to all persons to import until further 
notice from the United Kingdom or any part of His Majesty’s Dominions ex- 
cluding Canada, Newfoundland and the Union of South Africa or any British 
Protectorate or Protected State, or any territory held bv His Majesty’s Gov 
ernment in the United Kingdom or in any Dominion in resppet of which a 
mandate on hehalf of the League of Nations wrr accepted by nis Majesty or 
which is held in trust on behalf of the United Nations hv that Government any 
goods of a desoriptiob specified in Schedule I, 

Provided that such goods have been produced or manufactured in any of 
the aforesaid territories; 

Provided further that this permission does not extend to any goods of a 
description specified in Schedule TI ; 

And provided further that nothing in this licence shall affect the application 
to any goods of any prohibition or regulation affecting the import thereof in 
force at the time when suoh goods aro imported
